Letter Hidden in 
Girls Clothing

A police inspector said that an 
lrish nurse, Kate Meehan, employed 
at Brighton Mental Hospital, pre- 
sented .herself for examination at 
Holyhead when going on leave to 
Eire and declared she had no letters 
upon her. As a result of suspicions, 
she was searched and a letter ad- 
dressed to McLoughlin’s father and 
photos were found concealed in her 
underclothing. 5 

She was arrested and in a state- 
ment said that McLoughlin had 
asked her to deliver the letter to 
his parents. She was fined £5 for 
failing to declare the letter and 
photos. There was no evidence that 
there was anthing subversive about 
the offence, it was stated, except 
that it was an attempt to defeat the 
censorship regulations.
